This was the first such demonstra- 
tion since the Soviet Union renoun- 
ced its trade agreement with the 
U.S. because of legislation requiring 
that Soviet emigration be liberali- 
zed. At the last protest staged by 
Jewish activists, last October. police 
allowed the three demonstrators to 
go free, 

Yesterday, Jewish biologist Alex- 
ander Goldfarb asked a scientific

Soviet Union. He wrote the inter- 
national conference on genetic en- 
gineering at Asilomar, California, 
to give an opinion as to whether his 
particular branch of learning could 
be used in warfare. 

“However crazy this request may 
seem, the fect is that last spring 
my application for a visa to emi- 
grate to Israel was turned down by 
Soviet authorities beeause (my) re- 
Search was considered ‘important for 
the state security of the USSR’.” 

Goldfarb last October challenged 
Soviet authorities to arrest him for 
treason, saying he had sent all the 
results of his researches to the 
Weizmann Institute in Israel, and 
that there was therefore no further 
reason for holding him on security 
grounds. . 

Goldfarb was engaged in research 
into molecular biology at the Kur- 
chatov Institute of Atonmic Energy 
in Moscow. But he lost his job upon 
applying to emigrate. 

Goldfarb accompanied his request 
with letters from several scientists, 
including Nobel Prize winners, sup- 
porting his argument that his work 
represents no security risk. 

He said he has asked the Minis- 
try of Interior here to tell him why, 
exactly, his work is considered im- 
portant for security. He said that 
if he received a convincing answer 
he would immediately desist in his 
attempt to emigrate.

Bomb demolishes car of 
Lisbon centre politician 


LISEON (UPI). — A bomb yester- 
day demolished the car of a leading 
member of the left-of-centre Popular 
Democratic Party (PPD) near Lis- 
bon. while gunfire wounded two peo- 
ple and disrupted a party rally in 
the north of the country on Satur- 
day. 

Police said the bomb exploded 
underneath the car of Francisco 
Pinto Balsemao, the editor of the 
weekly newspaper “Expresso” who 
helped create the PPD.

EBalsemao is currently in the U.S. 
seeking support for the party, but 
the police said his family was in- 
side the house in Cascais, 24 Inns, 
west of the capital, when the ex- 
Plosion occurred. No one was in- 
jured.
